These are tbe questions which 
the Negro voter Mka himself U addi- 
tion to those which his white brother 
haa to aak, and their determination in 
a sense favorable to himaelf will nearly 
always determine how the Negro will 
vote or for whom. This is as it should 
be and is simply following tbe old law 
of .self-defense. In determining these, 
mjejrtionr -lis" -Mrpo airoirid-" kwjs;- as* 
does not aak that a man be a special 
friend to his race. All he can aak ia 
that those who seek his vote aro broad- 
gauged, fair-minded men, in sympathy 
with and just to all human beings and 
is in full accord with the spirit of de- 
mocracy and fair-play as act' forth Is 
the fundamental liwa and principle! of 
our great country. If tho man happens 
10 be especially friendly toward tho 
Negro, so much the better; but he 
should not make that a condition of hia 
support.

He wee-one of the founders of the 
Provident Hospital of this city snd 
gave tbe money for the Free Clinic fnr 
Nrgmes on Morgan Street. He was 
one of the bitter opponents of segrega 
tion and refused a long time before 
that nefariona measure becsme an is- 
sue to close hi* property to the Colored 
people. . During his years of fublie serv- 
ice, and since, Mr. Frank haa uniformly 
oppoaed measures of diserimiustion 
and Sets of injustice toward all people 
without regard to race or color. ■ He is 
a big, broad, fsir-minded man witb high 
ideal* and a denp love for American 
ideals and principles. A man worthy 
nf support ami a friend of the people.
